INTRODUCTION 


The aim of this exhibition was to assemble examples of 
architecture, furniture and interior decoration most repre¬ 
sentative of the artistic trends of our times. The objects 
on display have been selected by members of the Gallery's 
staff for their esthetic merit, although attention has been 
paid to their usefulness, and in some cases to their price. 
The exhibition is national in scope, and the objects have 
been manufactured, or designed, in this country—in most 
cases, both. 

Rather than show every object by itself, it was thought 
that a more effective display would be achieved by group¬ 
ing the items much as they might be gathered in actual use. 
In addition, and this is a feature unique to this exhibition, 
works of art of great merit, borrowed from Washington 
collectors and in the Gallery's own collection, adorn the 
walls of the rooms. 

Two trends stand out in the exhibition. In the first place 
it is evident that the principle of functionalism is so well 
established that a number of designers are reacting 
against its severity by stressing rich textures, violent colors 
and whimsical shapes that recall the fantasies of the 


baroque era. In the second place—and this seems to be 
the most outstanding develoment since the first flowering 
of modern architecture and furniture in the twenties—new 
materials have opened up a whole range of new possibili¬ 
ties which are being intensively explored: bronze and 
aluminum alloys for the skin of buildings, foam rubber 
for trimmer and more comfortable seats and beds, Fiber- 
glas and plastics for sturdy and easily molded furniture 
shells. 

One of the conclusions to be drawn from the exhibition is 
that the blessings of mass production have not always 
been bestowed upon well-designed objects. Some pieces, 
must necessarily be individually built by skilled craftsmen. 
Others would be less expensive if the demand justified the 
costly tooling required for mass-production. It is the hope 
of the organizers of this exhibition that a more widespread 
knowledge of the advantages of well-designed objects will 
increase the public demand for them.
